on Ballot Items 


When yop go to the polls next Tuesday, Nov. 


6, you will be looking at seven propositions on the 
general election ballot, . . five constitutional amend- 
ments and two acts. 


I don't need to remind you that when a citizen 


is confronted by numerous and complicated ballot 
^ matters he. is inclined to throw up his hands and 


vote against all of them. But there is something here 
of value , . . perhaps a chance to make your tax 
dollar go where you intended it to go, and, by stop- 
ping the politicians' diversion of it, beating back 
the threat of more and heavier state taxes. 


If you follow me in this thought I suggest that 


you vote FOR three measures and vote AGAiNST 
the other four; 
' 


Our discussion takes up the various bills in the 


order in which they will appear on the Hempstead 


s, County ballbt, which should be a helpful arrange- 
'•* 
ment when you come to make up your mind as to 
how you will vote. That's your responsibility. The 
only responsibility of an editor is to discuss the pro- 
posals, to compare them with our state's taxa- 
tion history, and to offer advice that your common 
sense will either accept or reject. Here's the story: 


AMENDMENT NO. 50 — to give unlimited 


new taxing authority rb city governments. Arkansas 
cities operate under a handicap because the public 
^ 
schools, relieved of the former 18-mill tax ceiling, 
no longer have a prime interest in maintaining an 
adequate property assessment base — but the cities 
(and counties, too) are still confined to a maximum 
of 5 mills. This newspaper would favor abolishing 
the 5-mill city tax ceiling — but Amendment No. 
50 goes too far.

't would permit levying city income tax, city 


soles tax, and many others. The cities need help — 
but the Amendment 50 "Grab" is not the answer. 


VOTE AGAINST AMENDMENT NO. 50. 


AMENDMENT NO. 51 — A new and untried 


approach to the problem of school transfers based 
on racial issues. Your guess is as good as mine on 
this bill. But the Arkansas Education Association is 
strongly against Amendment 51. The AEA feels 
that if Amendment 51 is approved it will weaken 
our present Pupil Assignment Law, which has been 
tested and found valid by the courts. 


VOTE AGAINST AMENDMENT NO. 5-1. 


i' 
AMENDMENT,NO. 52 rr- To provide increased 


salaries for state and county Officials. The present 
maximum salary for county officials is $5,000, and 
No. 52 would change this to $9,850 for judges and 
sheriff in the most populous counties, and to $6,000 
for the smallest counties, with corresponding in- 
creases in other county offices. The present salary 
of $10,000 for the state's' governor would be in- 
creased to $18,000, with corresponding increases 
for other constitutional state offices. 


The proposal for the governor is justified. But 


S) 
the blanket increase for all counties is absurd. 
What's needed here is not a blanket salary in- 
crease but a blanket reform of city-county 
gov- 


ernment —; either consolidate some of the small- 
er counties or consolidate county and city govern- 
ment into a single unit, eliminating ridiculous 
duplication of high-sounding offices in a pint-size 
population. 


VOTE AGAINST AMENDMENT NO. 52. 


AMENDMENT NO. 53 — This is a proposal to 


help the Teacher Retirement Fund with state money. 
In any quarrel between the public schools and the 
politicians of the legislature I'll go along with the 
teachers. 


VOTE FOR AMENDMENT NO. 53. 


AMENDMENT NO. 54 — This is a bill to per- 


mit use of voting machines when and if we ever get 
around to installing them — and providing we can 
pay for them. Because the machines do not keep a 
record of how individuals voted the present constiru- 
' 
tion forbids their use, the supreme court has decid- 
ed. Therefore No. 54 must be approved to overcome 
this legal deficiency. Practically every public organ- 
ization in the state, and both major parties, have 
endorsed No. 54. 


VOTE FOR AMENDMENT NO. 54. 


INITIATED ACT- NO. 1 -- To override the 


legislature and guarantee to the public schools 50 
per cent of all the state's general revenues.

^'s IS *^e most imP°rtant bill on Tuesday's 
ballot. For a generation we hove been voting new 
taxes for the public schools only to see so much of 
the money diverted to other purposes by the politic- 
ians of the legislature that new or higher taxes are 
constantly threatening. 


In J935 we enacted the 2% sales tax "for the 


schools. 
In 1941 we removed the exemption of 


food and medicine, doubling the tax "bite," again 
"for the schools." In 1957 we raised the sales tax 
to 3% across the board "for the schools." 


k; 
But at almost every session the legislative 


politicians have robbed the schools of the money you 
voted to them. To cite one example: City and county 
governments alone get 5 million dollars a year from 
sales tax — equal to one-third of a cent sales tax. 
Right here at home Hope aets $24,000 a year, and 
Hempstead County $36,000 — $60,000 a year of 
sales tax that was supposed to go to the schools. 


The legislature has been tri'ed and found want- 


ing. Vote the rascals out and vote the schools in.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Creation 


of a new position of first assistanl 
superintendent of the state prison 
system was recommended today 
by Gov.

Faubus to thei Arkansas Legisla- 
tive Council1, which is in the sec 
ond of six weeks of budget hear 
ings. 


The post would pay $9,600 a 


year. It was not included in the 
budget submitted by the prison 
itself. 


Eugene P. Nunn, business man- 


ager of the prison system, told 
the council the new job was the 
governor's idea and he knew little 
about it. 


He referred newsmen's questions 


to Faubus, who was not available 
for comment. 


The only explanation Nunn of- 


fered to the council was that pris- 
on superintendent Lee Hensl'ey, 59, 


retire some day and the new 


job may be the first step in ar- 
ranging for a successor. 


However, Hensley, who joined 


the prison system in 1931', said he 
had no intention of retiring any 
time soon; 


Several Legislative C o u n c i l 


members expressed confidence in 
Hensley arid1 toUd; him they hoped 
he would stay as long as he could. 


The prison system now is ad- 


ministered by Hensley, who runs 
the prison farm at Cummings and 
generally oversees the entire op- 
eration, and Asst. Supt. Jim Bru- 
ton, who is in charge of the Tuck- 
er Prison Farm. 


The penitentiary asked for a 


budget of $1,386,000, up slightly 
from the last biennium. Faubus' 
recommendation was for $1,395,000 
to cover the new job. 


The penitentiary has 37 full-time 


employes to manage a prison pop- 
ulation of about 2,000.
